SENATOR CULLOM AFTER THE CANADIAN 
PACIFIC RAILWAY. 


A Resolution Offered in the Senate to Invest- 
igate the Monopoly of Profitable Trade 
by Allen Corporations—The Debate 
Takes a Political and Personal Turn— 
To-Day’s Bond Offere— Proceedings in 
Congress. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., August 3.—In the Sen- 
ate to-day Mr. Cullom offered a resolution in- 
structing the Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce to make a full investigation into the re- 
lations of the Canadian railroads with the 


transportation across the continent 
of commerce which naturally belongs 
to. the United States; and he made a 


long speech to show how bythe aids and sub- 
sidies granted by the British and Canadian 
Government railroads and steamship lines are 
obtaining control of commerce, especially of 
the transportation of tea, 42 per cent of the 
tea business being now carried on through 
Canada. The discussion was joined in by 
Senators Gorman and Hoar. 

The diseussion of Mr. Cullom’s resolution 
took a somewhat political and somewhat 
personal turn, particularly in the 
remarks of Senators Gorman and Edmunds. 
Finally the discussion came to a close and the 
resolution was adopted without a division.

They may contract with brokers or agents to 
act at stipulatedrates for members of the as- 
sociation. 

They shall meet at least once a week and 
oftener if occasion may require, and an 
director who cannot attend such meeting shail 
telegraph such prices as he thinks proper for 
the consideration of attending directors; and 
whatever prices are agreed on shall be mailed 
or telegraphed simultaneously to each mem- 
ber, and suoh —— shall remain in force

He Effects the Capture of Two Notorious 8o- 
Called “‘Green-Goods” Dealers—Strong 
Evidence Against the Prisoners—A Stick 
Gotham Youth Victimizes Jewelers—Mr. 
Barrow and the Bogus Priest.

NEw York, August 3.—At last two sawdust 
Swindlers have been caught so neatly that it 
is believed that they can be convicted on half 
a dosen charges, One isthe notorious J. B.

After a lapse of ten days another telegram was 
received in Oriskany, ordering the mail for- 
warded to C. J. Haight, No. 70 South street. 


Agent Oram was put on track of the men 
and he soon learned that they were McDevett 
and Townsend; that the former lived at No.

STOPPED SUDDENLY. 


A Break on the New York Bridge Cable 
Causes Great Excitement. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispaton. 

New Tonk, August 8.—The bridge cable 
suddenly stopped running last evening at 6:30 
o’clock in the midst of the heaviest travel of 
the day. The people pouring up to the steps 
filled the platforms on each end of the bridge 
till much confusion arose, and the crowd be- 
came so unmanageable that the gates had to 
be closed. This seemed to exasperate those 


who were shut out even more than being 
penned in above in a closely packed crowd, 
where there was no breathing room. 
No one seemed able to explain the 
cause of the trouble on the New York side. 
Superintendent Hagiand was found on the 
Brooklyn side just after having arrived on the 
scene. To a reporter he explained that one 
of the cogs on a wheel on the new engine had 
broken off. This necessitated 9 up the 
old engine, and since the new cable did not fit 
the old engine an old cable had to be laid. 
The superintendent soon had a crew hard at 
work, and while the cable was being stretched 
along the north track, a long train of cars 
drawn by two dummies ran back and forth on 
the other track. A great deal of time was 
necessarily consumed in making trips, but the 
crowd seemed to prefer scrambling for a place 
on the train to walking. 

A wild rush was made for the cars each time 
they drew up, so that it was even harder get- 
ting offthan on. Men went scrambling past 
the women and tumblingin at the windows. 
There was no keeping the crowd off, and even 
when the gates had been closed men clung to 
them. Women screamed that they were be- 
ing suffocated or crushed in the crowd, but 
except in the rushes forthe trains, the men 
seemed careful not to jostie more than could 
be helped in such a densely packed 
throng. Mr. Hagland accompanied the 
train on each of its. trips, and did 
much to control those who showed a 
tendency to be unreasonable. By 8 o’clock 
the new cable had been taken up and the old 
one laid on the north‘track, when the trains 
changed overand the crew began to work on 
the south track. Shortly after 9 o’clock the 
cable was started again, the regular trains 
running. A great deal of dissatisfaction was 
expressed on all sides at the inconvenience 
caused by the accident. The trouble, how- 
ever, was entirely unavoidable, owing to the 
defect in the wheel, and Mr. Hagiand spared 
no effort to adjust matters as quickly as pos- 
sible,

‘ OARRIED OUT HIS PLANS. 


Suicide of Charles Million, a Once 
Wealthy New York Jeweler.

New York, August 3.—Churles Million is the 
name of the man who was found dead Wednea- 
day morning opposite tne Central Ferry docks 
in Jersey City with twenty-five pounds of iron 
around his neck. He was known as the 
Newark weather prophet. Million was once a 
wealthy jeweler, but he frittered away his 
money gambling.
